ORDER 

G. O. (P) No. 82/2011/Co.op. Dated, Thiruvananthapuram, 30th May 2011. 

S. R. O. No. 385/2011. —Whereas, under sub-section (1) of section 33 
of the Kerala Co-operative Societies Act, 1969 (21 of 1969), the term of an 
administrator or an administrative committee appointed to manage the affairs of a 
society shall not exceed one year in the aggregate; 

And Whereas, the said term of one year of the administrator appointed to 
manage the affairs of the Onattukara Consumer Co-operative Society Ltd. 
No.A.909 in Alappuzha District under sub section (1) of section 33 of the said 
Act expired on 11th March, 2000; 

And Whereas, under sub-section (IA) of section 33 of the said Act, the 
Government may, by notification in the Gazette, for reasons to be recorded, 
permit the Registrar of Co-operative Societies to extend the term of the said 
administrator or administrative committee for a further period not exceeding one 
year in the aggregate or till a newly elected committee enters upon office, 
whichever is earlier; 

And Whereas, the Government, as per notifications issued under G. O.(P) 
No. 162/2003/Co-op. dated 3rd January, 2003 and published as S.R.O. No. 43/2003 
in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 82 dated 18th January, 2003, G. O. (P) 
No. 125/2007/Co-op. dated 2nd April, 2007 and published as S.R.O. No. 327/2007 
in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 675 dated 9th April, 2007, G. O. (P) 
No. 161/2009/Co-op. dated 24th September, 2009 and published 
as S.R.O. No. 828/2009 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 1838 
dated 5th October, 2009 and G. O. (P) No. 83/2010/Co-op. dated 26th May, 2010 
and published as S.R.O. No. 527/2010 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary 
No. 1232 dated 28th May, 2010 have permitted the Registrar of Co-operative 
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Societies to extend the term of the administrator of the said society for a further 
period of three years from 12th March, 2000 and four years and six months from 
12th March, 2003 and two years from 12th September, 2007 and one year from 
12th September, 2009 and the period so extended also expired on 11th March, 
2003, 11th September, 2007, 11th September, 2009, and 11th September, 2010 
respectively; 

And Whereas, the Registrar of Co-operative Societies has reported that the 
election to the Board of Directors of the said society could not be conducted 
within the extended period due to the non-interest of its members and the fact 
that there is no scope for the revival of the society and steps have been taken 
to liquidate the society and hence has requested to extend the term of the 
administrator of the said society for a further period of one year from 
12th September, 2010 to 11th September, 2011 to avoid administrative vaccum in 
the said society; 

And Whereas, the Government are satisfied that it is necessary, in the 
public interest, to direct that the provisions of sub-section (IA) of section 33 of 
the said Act shall apply to the said society with certain modifications and to 
permit the Registrar of Co-operative Societies to extend the term of the 
administrator appointed to manage the affairs of the said society for a further 
period of one year from 12th September, 2010 to 11th September, 2011 to avoid 
administrative vaccum in the said society; 

Now, Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 101 of the 
Kerala Co-operative Societies Act, 1969 (21 of 1969), the Government of Kerala 
hereby direct that the provisions of sub-section (IA) of section 33 of the said 
Act shall apply to the Onattukara Consumer Co-operative Society Ltd. No. A.909 
in Alappuzha District with the modification of substituting the words ‘eleven 
years and six months’ for the words “one year” and in exercise of the powers 
under sub-section (IA) of section 33 of the said Act, as so modified, permit the 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies to extend the term of administrator appointed 
under section 33 of the said Act to manage the affairs of the said society for a 
further period of one year from 12th September, 2010 to 11th September, 2011 or 
till a newly elected committee enters upon office whichever is earlier.

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Explanatory Note 

(This does not form part of the order, but is intended to indicate its general 
purport.) 

The term of the administrator, appointed under sub-section (1) of section 33 
of the Kerala Co-operative Societies Act, 1969 (21 of 1969), to manage the affairs 
of the Onattukara Consumer Co-operative Society Ltd. No. A.909 in Alappuzha 
District last extended in pursuance of notification issued under G. O. (P) 
No. 83/2010/Co-op. dated 26th May, 2010 and published as S.R.O. No. 527/2010 
in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 1232 dated 28th May, 2010 expired on 
11th September, 2010. The Registrar of Co-operative Societies has reported that 
the election to the Board of Directors of the said society could not be 
conducted within the extended period due to non-interest of its members and 
that as there is no scope for the revival of the society steps have been taken to 
liquidate the society and hence has requested to extend the term of the 
administrator of the said society for a further period of one year from 
12th September, 2010 to 11th September, 2011 to avoid administrative vaccum. 
The Government are satisfied that it is necessary, in the public interest, to direct 
that the provisions of sub-section (IA) of section 33 of the said Act shall apply 
to the said society with certain modifications and permit the Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies to extend the term of the administrator of the said society 
for a further period of one year from 12th September, 2010 to 11th September, 
2011 to avoid administrative vaccum in the said society. 

The order is intended to achieve the above object.
